“Beat” about "SKYWARNY operation here would 
incite a response, let alone such an indignant article 
«as in the October iseue from Dave, NOION. 

I intended to stir up some concern with 
SKYWARN as it exists with probleme ~ that I hit 
upon one individual's sore spot is cbvious and I regret 
that for I value friendship, 

Dave confirms if you haven't attended NWS 
SKYWARN training, your severe weather 
vwill not be acted upon by NWS in a SKYWARN. In 
other words, don't bother reporting if not trained. So 
bit... I think that cuts out 9% of the area amateurs. 
And if severe weather strikes, and no one is on the 
radio, we still don't havea telephone number at NWS 
tocall.. "About the three suggestions Dave made to 
me: 1) Join up" - Frankly, I'm reluctant under the 
Circumstances, 7) “Shut up" - when | believe some, 

thing must be said, I'l say it; and 3) "Get out of town” 
= I'mnotacheduling a movingeale, thankyou! But 
Dave is correct in one area — he really didn't need to 
explain to me the how and why of running a 
SKYWARN pro- gram. I wrote the manual for 
SKYWARN NCS that has been followed 
for years by a 500+ member SKYWARN repeat- er 
group inthe midwest. Now it my turn -- here are 


SKYWARN net control). Long ago I gave my copy 
‘of that manual to Bud, WBOTIB; borrow it, friend. 
You'll find some tips there, such as years of ex 
perience confirms that SKYWARN gains support 
from the amateur community by encour- aging every 
potential weather-spotter out there in redioland to 
“get in the act®, trained or untrained. Recruits (and 
success) comes from inclusion, not exclusion. Once 
interested and involved, the untrained will show up 
for training. 

Suggestion #2: so what if an un- trained ham 
jumps in with an obviously “trivia” report? No prob- 
lem; a smooth net control operator will filter out that 
report from going to the weather people, thank the 
person for volunteering, and continue from time to 
time to recite for all to hear what specific information 
is wanted by NWS. (I seem to recall WBOTIB did that 
frequently... They! learn. 

‘Thitd and last suggestion: have the National 
‘Weather Service conduct weather spotter training at 
regular club meetings where everyone can listen and 
learn... not just a few (who may not be around when 
severe weather strikes...). In truth, we've no formal 
training by police in making accident reports, but they 
con: tinue to act when we call in serious accidents. 
‘And, now that Colorado has a farm full of alligators 
‘and though we've not attended training to recognize 


the eniters, I'm sure if we find ourselves up to our 
you-know what sn alligators, we'll be competent t0 
make a report, right? 

‘And that’s it from me on the subject of 
SKYWARN. Cheers! 


‘JUST THE FACTS, JUSTTHE FACTS.“ And 
that's what the hams in ‘Teller County got recently 
when their invited guest, Colorado State Patrol 
‘Trooper Jim Scoles, “told it like it is" about the 
operation and structure of the Patrol, its’ area of 
responaibility, and what informa- mation is needed 
from ham radio opera- tors when calling in accidents, 
“REDDI" reports, etc. Jim has put in 22 years with 
the Patrol in the Pikes Peak region and had some 
interesting, even humorous, tales to tell those in at. 
tendance. ‘The question and answer session could 
have continued even longer than it did. Methinks 
PPRAA folks would find such a program of interest, 
too.

‘A full-time telephone autopatch is available in the 
Colorado Sorings vicinity and areas west of Pikes 
Peak Atthe present ime the patch is VOX operated 
simplex, using standard DTMF tone access and 
disconnect. To connect to a Colorado Springs 
central office, transmit the sateriak (*) tone for a 
hhalf-second, release your transmitter to receive the 
ID: "KAROL/COS" , which will be followed by the 
‘usual dial tone from’ the central office for about two 
seconde. When thedial tone drops out, transit your 
desired telephone numbers, and release your trene- 
mitter. Youwill hear the ring signal, and your called 
pparty answer (or that anewer-machine). From now 
on, you use standard push-to-talk, like any simplex 
radio contact. Please tell your called party that you 
‘are.on an amateur radio system, and to talk after you 
have given. your “over” cue. Whwn conversation is 
completed, transmit the pounds (#) ley for a half- 
second. The patch will disconnect from the central 
office and will tranamit another ID: "K#ROL/COS” 


ing calla may be made via the patch by 
dialing Oak's landline number 570-7782 (If oak 
monitoring 223.50 Mbt at the time, be may answer 
‘your call fit!) If you have a *call-me-back schedule 
‘with your landline party, (and Oak dosen't interfee!) 
firet and third outgoing rings. Whomever is monitor- 
ing the frequency may anawer this call by simply 

nie “olf-hook” by transmitting the connect signal 
*) toned After the fouth ring, the outgoing mnes- 

reverts to Oak's answering machine, so nothing,

Senator Carl Levin of Michigan made a strong 
‘statement on the floor on behalf of amateure describ- 
ing the amendment be would have introduced to 
strike what he called a new tax on Amateur Radio 
operators. He said be did not believe the framere of 
the bill hed intended to levy a new tax on Amateur 
Radio volunteers, and had coufirmed thie with 
Senator Hollings of South Carolina. 


Senator Danforth of Missouri, the ranking 
minority member of the Commerce Committee, 
agreed and said that the Committee had managed to 
‘exceed its instructions on budget reconciliation and 
‘would work with Senator Levin todrop the matter of 
‘amateur fees from the legislation in the conference 
committee. 


The conference is expected to occur later this
